WATT NAMED ILO DELEGATE’ : 


President Roosevelt appointed Robert J. Watt, international 
representative of the American Federation of Labor, as the 
American workers’ delegate to the conference of the Interna- 
tional Labor Organization which opened in Philadelphia April 
20th, the department of labor notified federation officials. 

It was also disclosed that AFL President William Green 
Secretary-Treasurer George Meany and Vice President Mat- 
thew Woll were appointed labor advisers to the American dele- 
gation at the conference. 

Thus the controversy between the AFL and CIO over 
representation at the conference resulted in a complete and 
sweeping victory for the American Federation of Labor. 
Watt has served as the American workers’ delegate to the 

ILO since 1937 and is a member of its governing body. This 
year the CIO insisted that it be represented at the conference 
and urged the president to appoint two labor delegates, one from 
the CIO and one from the AFL. each with one-half vote. This 
| proposal was flatly rejected by the AFL, which informed the 
president that unless it was accorded exclusive representation. 
as always, it would refuse to participate in the conference. 

When it became apparent that the president had decided to 
reject the CIO plea, Philip Murray, president of that organiza- 
tion, announced that the CIO would withdraw its proposal. 

Many important recommendations dealing with post-war 
social problems, wage controls and international trade agree- 
ments are due to come up for consideration at the ILO con- 
ference. 

One of the latest resolutions submitted, it was announced at 
ILO headquarters in Montreal, calls for the appointment of 
labor commissioners in axis territories liberated by the united 
nations for the purpose of restoring normal collective bargain- 
ing relationships as soon as possible. 

The draft resolution on labor policy in liberated areas calls 
for immediate liquidation of the German labor front and the 
elimination from posts in the labor and social administration of 
all persons “who are conspicuously and actively identified with 
the former totalitarian regimes” in the territories to be occupied 
by allied troops. 

Under the proposed draft resolution, labor commissioners 
to be appointed as soon as any portion of axis territory 
should become liberated, would be responsible for the ad- 
ministration of labor laws and regulations. Subject to mili- 
tary exigencies, the commissioners would. have the power 
to modify existing regulations and promulgate new ones. 

Such regulations would cover conditions of employment, 
wage rates, industrial health and safety, freedom of organiza- 
tions, protection of particular categories of workers, industrial 
relations. labor disputes, vocational guidance, social insurance, 
employment and manpower questions, factory and labor inspec- 
|tions and the cooperative movement.

DETAILED POST-WAR REPORT 
RELEASED AS NATIONAL 
FORUM OPENS 


The American Federation of 
Labor made public its post-war 
program—a program designed 
to banish war forever, to pro- 


mote world prosperity and so- 
cial justice, to perpetuate the four 
freedoms and to safeguard Amer- 
ican democracy by post-war mea- 
sures fair to every citizen. 

The detailed and specific report, 
drafted by the AFL post-war com- 
mittee and approved by a special 
committee of the executive council, 
was released on the eve of a dra- 
matic national post-war forum in 
New York City under AFL auspices 
with leaders in the government, in- 
dustry, agriculture and education 
participating. 

First and foremost, the epochal} 
report declared categorically that 
“war is the enemy.” It said: 

“The American Federation of 
Labor believes that war among 
the nations waged by modern 
engines of death and destruc- 
tion is the supreme enemy of | 
the well-being of the common 
people of the world. We recog- 
nize that our own movement of 
organized labor —a movement 
which is the product of the long 
struggle of workers for eco | 
nomic and social democracy— 
has no future or promise in a 
world living under the threat 
and burden of the war-system. 
We consider that the elimina- 
tion of war as an instrument of 
national policy is a condition 
essential to the perpetuation 
and the further development of 
our democratic way of life.” 
Lasting peace must rest on social! 

justice accorded equally to all 
peoples, the report emphasized. The 
only safety from war, it continued, 
is through the international organi- 
zation of peace. Victory in this war 
is not enough. The united nations 
must be prepared to use whatever 
means are necessary — including | 
policing and the use of armed} 
forces—to prevent the outbreak of 
future wars, the report held. 

The program for the establish-| 
| ment of lasting peace need not in- 
volve the creation of a world gov- 
ernment, the report said,. but re- 
quires the acceptance of definite 


world to work together under agreed 
conditions and within limits set by 
them. The basic principles should 
be those outlined in the Atlantic 
charter and other pronouncements 
of the united nations, the report 
recommended. 


Specific steps should now be 
taken to insure the speedy real- 
ization of plans for the preven- 
tion of war as set forth in the 
four-nation declaration and the 
Connally resolution on post-war 
policy adopted by the U. S. sen- 
ate, the AFL urged. The report 
recommended: 

1. The creation of a united na- 
tions commission, either to estab- 
lish a general international organi- 
zation of nations or to serve tem- 
porarily in that capacity.

He emphatically declared that or- 
ganized labor by its own voluntary 
efforts has done more to prevent 
strikes, increase war production and 
solve manpower problems than all 
government regulations and federal 
legislation combined. He said: 


“Men of small vision seem to 
lose sight of the fact that more 
than 99 per cent of American 
workers have adhered religious- 
ly and faithfully to the no-strike 
policy of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. The moment a 
small local strike affecting only 
a handful of workers takes 
place in their own community 
they denounce labor as a whole 
and cry loudly for the enact- 
ment of drastic repressive legis- 
lation. 

“Men of shallow comprehension 
demand the compulsory drafting of 
all labor to work in private indus- 
try because they are unable to solve 
a local and temporary manpower 
shortage, forgetting in the mean- 
while the great accomplishments in 
production which have been made 
possible under our free, voluntary 
system. 


“The impulse to seek short-cuts 
toward objectives is natural but 
dangerous. If we are to adopt the 
policy that the end justifies the 
means, we may find that in the 
process of fighting fascism and 
nazism we have subjected ourselves 


| to fascist and nazi restrictions upon 


our freedom that we will never be 
able to shake off. The validity of 
our victory over totalitarianism will 
be lost if we can achieve it only 
aping totalitarian methods. America 
must win the fight for freedom by 


working and fighting as free men | 


and women under a free govern- 
ment—and in no other way. 
Citing the great production

service act seem to think that the 
substitution of compulsion for free 
and voluntary cooperation will bring 
better results. I cannot conceive of 
any process of logical reasoning or 
any facts on which such a con- 
clusion can be intelligently based. 
No draft director will be able to 
produce more skilled operating en- 
gineers than there are by snapping 
his fingers or waving a magic 
wand. No battalion of 4-F’s will be 
able to replace a crew of operating 
engineers who have been drafted 
for military service. Surely, the 
government authorities should real- 
ize that it takes more than a three- 
weeks course in night school to 
train a man to operate a steam 
shovel or similarly highly-skilled 
occupations.” 

Mr. Green praised the loyal sup- 
port of the war effort shown by 
members of the operating engineers 
and added: 

“The thousands of members of 
your organization who are now 
serving their country with distinc- 
tion in the construction battalions 
of the navy, known as the seabees, 
and in other branches of the armed 
forces, know that your union is 
concerned over their welfare. They 
have been given service withdrawal 
cards by your union which guar- 
antee that their insurance benefits 
will be protected during their ab- 
sence and that they will be re- 
tained in good standing as members 
of the union. 
| “These are steps in the right 
direction toward fulfilling our 
obligations toward the men who 
are risking their lives to defend 
us and our freedom. Another 
step which I feel that every 
American Federation of Labor 
union should take is to make it 
possible for servicemen, when 
they return home after the war 
is won, to become members of 
our unions without being re- 
quired to pay the regular ini- 
tiation fee. In this way we can 
| assure the servicemen that 
their opportunities to obtain 
jobs when the war ends are not

This recommendation recog- 
nizes that while the initial organi- 
zation for world policing will grow 
out of the military situation at the 
end of the war and will be the tem- 
porary responsibility of the great 
powers of the united nations, the 
program for international security 
in the future will have to be worked 
out by the united nations as a 
whole. This temporary international 
organization will supervise immedi- 
ate territorial understandings to 
prevent unilateral action or any 
other steps not in accord with the 
Atlantic charter. 

For the permanent administra- 
tion of international] justice, the re- 
port urged: 

1. A permanent court of interna- 
tional justice as the supreme judi- 
cial tribunal of the world organiza- 
tion for peace by arbitration and 
conciliation of economic as well as 
political disputes. 

2. For the safeguarding or hu- 
man rights, a permanent interna- 
tional institute to study and report 
on developments of procedures to 
assure just treatment to all groups 
and individuals. 

To provide international eco- 
nomic and social welfare, the AFL 
recommended: 

1. Support of the united nations 
relief and rehabilitation administra-

Aircraft production in March set 
an all-time monthly record both in 
weight and number of planes, C. E. 
Wilson, chairman of the aircraft 
production board, announced. For 
the first time number of planes 
turned out in a month exceeded the 
9,000 mark, with a total of 9,118 


planes of all types. Also for the first { 
time production topped the 100,000,- | 


000 pound mark in terms of air- 
frame weight. The March total of 
103,400,000 pounds was more than 
nine per cent above February, the 
previous high. 

Wilson congratulated aircraft 
workers for producing more 
bombers, more fighters, and 
more transports in March than 
in any previous month. He said 
all companies had made up 
their production schedules and 

- some had, in notable instances, 

exceeded them on strategically 

required ships. 

“In the case of the four-motor 
bombers alone, which is, of course, 
one of the most important items in 
the whole list, the production was 
actually exceeded from. the 
scheduled amounts by approxi- 
mately five per cent,” he said. “The 
whole production schedule for the 
month was exceeded by approxi- 
mately one- and a half per cent.” 
This, he explained, was in numbers 
of planes. 

Output per man, Wilson pointed 
out, is substantially more now than 
in the beginning of the aircraft 
production. Improved production 
rates he attributed to the fact that 
aircraft companies are becoming 
more and more familiar with the 


| types of planes they are manufac- 


turing and are getting the benefit 
of the results of the program of 
standardization followed for a long 
period. 


In line with recent strategic 
emphasis, Wiison pointed out, 
85.5 per cent of the total num- 
ber of aircraft produced were 
tactical types, representing 
bombers, fighters and trans- 
ports. It was not anticipated, 
he said, that the March record 
would be matched in April, 
chiefly because of almost total 
discontinuance in production of 
certain types of planes, particu- 
larly trainer-types. Total air- 
frame weight planned for the 
April production schedule 
would, however, be as high as 
that of March. 


One of the limiting production 
factors in the months ahead is the 
decision of the military authorities 
to change aircraft models. Thus the 
Boeing Aircraft company, manned 
by AFL workers, announced that 
| several of its plants would be con- 
| verted from flying fortress produc- 
tion to the new, semi-secret super- 
fortress. 


NEW RADAR DEVICE 
IS BOON TO ANGLERS 


A great deal of chance will be 
taken out of angling by a new radar 
device which not only locates 
schools of fish, but determines the 
size and direction of the schools. 

This good news for fishermen 
was announced by the fish and 
wildlife service, which said the de- 
vice will be tested in the waters of 
California as soon as certain se- 
curity regulations can be complied 
with. 

The contraption grows out of 
sounding devices used to detect the 
presence of submarines.

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Post-War Cooperation 


The conference in New York sponsored by the American 
Federation of Labor indicates that labor leaders not only are 
forward-looking but that they are prepared to do something 
about it. 

Attended by several hundred union officials the problem of 
conversion from war to peacetime production was discussed and 
plans made for participation by labor in a program aimed at full 
employment for every working man and woman. 

That there will be a demand for autos, refrigerators, radios, 
and hundreds of other necessities not being produced there is 
little doubt. New homes will be needed by the millions, provid- 
ing work for building tradesmen and producers of everything 
that goes into homes. 

The real problem, however, will be to expedite the actual 
conversion of our factories and machines. The interval between 
cessation of war production and installation and operation of 
peacetime production machinery will depend upon the degree of 
cooperation possible between labor and management, and this, 
we believe, is the obstacle which concerned the conference most 
strongly. 

Admitting that everyone is vitally interested in the coming 
conversion, and that the problem demands cooperation of all 
elements of production, we come to the conclusion that coopera- 
tion means cooperation. No group—labor nor capital—should 
expect to reap exclusive benefits from conversion. Each will 
have to give a little, concede something in order that all may 
benefit. 

If we are to avoid breadlines and unemployment capital must 
abandon any desire to deflate labor and labor must be willing 
to be realistic. 

Only by pulling together—each for the other and 
—can we escape a repetition of the terrible ‘30s.
